Curfew Bylaw 
Rescinded * 


Vulcan’s contentious curfew by¬ 
law, subject of much criticism by 
parents who felt that its terms 
were too rigid, was “thrown out” 
by the town council at the regular 
meeting Monday night of this 
week. 

Following the receipt of a peti¬ 
tion bearing the signatures of 105 
parents, representing the same 
number of families, council passed 
yet another bylaw rescinding the 
curfew bylaw. As of now, there 
are no restrictions on the hours to 
be kept by children under the age 
of 16, the only controls being 
imposed by the parents, 
bylaw, now rescinded, had 
Aiade It unlawful for any child 
under the age of 16 to be on the 
streets after 10:00 p.m., unless ac¬ 
companied by a parent or guar¬ 
dian. At functions such as shows 
or_ dances, extending afteT 10:00 
p.m., a parent or guardian had to 
meet and accompany the child 
home from the place where such 
function was being held. 

A second petition presented to 
council, asking that the town 
police force be reduced to a chief 
constable and a night watchman, 
was tabled until the next council 
meeting. 


Thirty men from the Rural Fire 
Protective Co-operative got the 
“feel" of their investment this win¬ 
ter when they took the Auxiliary 
Firemen’s course in the town fire 
hall, and received instruction on 
the rural pumper, bought by the 
Co-op.

Five weekly sessions were held 
under the supervision of Fire 
Chief Bob Johnson in which fun¬ 
damentals were taught in hand¬ 
ling the rural pumper and general 


fire safety and farm fire fighting. 
Most areas included in the Co-op 
were represented and the object 
was to familiarize as many farmers 
as possible with the equipment 
and procedure in order that they 
might take a more active part 
with the four regular town mem¬ 
bers, if fire strikes in their area. 


Wednesday supper meetings will 
replace noon luncheons for a trial 
period during the ensuing year 
for the Vulcan District Board of 
Trade. 

The first such meeting was held 
at the Hotel Dining Room, Wed¬ 
nesday, March 1, the first under 
new president, Doug Wilson. 

An opportunity to co-operate in 
formation of an association to en¬ 
able persons served by the Vulcan 
Municipal Hospital to receive MSI 
and Blue Cross benefits under a 
“Group Plan” — costing less — 
was described by Frank Wythe, 
local hospital secretary. 

The plan, successful in its 
operation at Carmangay, is being 
organized by Mr. Wythe as part 
of a program of the Vulcan Hos¬ 
pital to provide maximum assist¬ 
ance to residents served by its dis¬ 
trict. This group plan was out¬ 
lined by the secretary as being 
the least expensive and most help¬ 
ful type of medical Insurance in 
its field. 

MSI is presently being carried 
privately by many in -the district 
on a “non-group” basis while 
some coverage on the group basis 
is held by local businesses which 
meet the regulation requiring 
there to be three or more staff 
members to take the plan. 

Substantial savings per year 


could be effected under enrolment 
in the group plan. The formation 
of this association requires 75 per 
cent participation in the hospital 
district and those with non-group 
contracts may transfer to the as¬ 
sociation. Those presently on a 
group basis can be included for the 
percentage total. 

A member of the Board of Trade 
will be chosen to meet with repre¬ 
sentatives of other organizations 
contacted, in a further meeting on 
the proposal. 

Protests were voiced against the 
travelling "Auction Sale” which 
has struck Southern Alberta towns 
this year and wihlch held a one- 
night stand in Vulcan during the 
winter. A delegation was named 
to attend a future council meet¬ 
ing with recommendations aimed 
at preventing a recurrence of such 
a practice, a revised peddler 
licence fee and more control over 
businesses being operated from 
residential homes. 


To the end of 1961, PFRA has 
awarded 26 contracts for construc¬ 
tion of the South Saskatchewan 
River Dam. They are valued at 
approximately $50,000,000, or just 
over half the total estimated cost 
of building the structure. Nineteen 
of the contracts have been com¬ 
pleted.

crease the flow in the Little Bow 
river for stock watering, small ir¬ 
rigation projects riW as a source 
of water for the teffms of Vulcan.

High River Trying To “Grab" 

The High River Municipal Hospital Board has 
embarked upon what is apparently an intensive cam¬ 
paign to have the site of the proposed auxiliary hos¬ 
pital moved from Vulcan to High River. 

The area proposed to be served by the auxiliary 
hospital is, admittedly, somewhat large, due to the 
sparse population but whether or not the area would 
be served better from High River rather than from 
Vulcan is a debatable question. Certainly many of the 
arguments now being used by High River in an effort 
to have the auxiliary hospital site changed could be 
used by Vulcan if High River had originally been 
chosen as the site. 

The space is available in Vulcan adjoining the 
active treatment hospital; the water situation is now 
in process of being considerably improved; location 
does not affect the cost to the tax-paying bodies 
within the boundaries to be served by the proposed 
hospital. One point, made much of by the High River 
hospital board, is that since a home for the aged is 
located in High River, the auxiliary hospital should 
just naturally be located there, too. Well, a home for 
the aged will likely be constructed in this part of the 
area some day, too, so that would leave us in the same 
situation, wouldn’t it? 

High River’s hospital board ih undoubtedly acting 
in good faith and for the best interests of High River, 
but the people from the southern and eastern parts 
of the County of Vulcan are certainly entitled to con¬ 
sideration just as much as the people from the area 
north of High River. The High River hospital board’s 
efforts to bar the construction of the auxiliary hos¬ 
pital at Vulcan will hardly be looked on with favor by 
the residents of Little Bow provincial constituency. 
The County of Vulcan has made representations to 
MLA Hon. Rev. Peter Dawson to have construction 
proceeded with at Vulcan in accordance with the 
ministerial order setting up the auxiliary hospital dis¬ 
trict and we trust that High River’s attempt to 
"grab" the proposed auxiliary hospital meets with the 
fajjlure such action deserves.

The new Pedigreed Seed Pro¬ 
gram has been underway for a 
year and it is being watched with 
keen interest.

Seed Grades are not all to the 
Board’s liking, however the Feder¬ 
al Government has indicated that 
the whole set up should be given 
a trial for three years, and then 
with some observation and study, 
some recommendations can be ex¬ 
pected to be forthcoming.
